G.S.R. 743.— In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of 
sub-section (1) of section 642 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Companies 
(Central Governmeht’s) General Rules and Forms, 1956, namely : — 

1. These rules may be called the Companies (Central Government’s) General 
Rules and Forms (Third Amendment) Rules, I960.

G.S.R. 745.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment of persons to certain Class III and Class IV posts at 
the Dhanvantari Medical College, Pondicherry, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement: — (i) These rules may be called the Dhanvan- 

tari Medical College, Pondicherry (Class III and IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 
1966. (2) These rules shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 

official gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply for recruitment to the posts as speci- 
fied in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto- 

3. Number, Classification and Scale of pay. — The classification of the said 
posts, the scales of pay attached to them and the number of such posts shall be 
as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of reenritment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified In columns 6 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of Scheduled Casfes/Tribes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the general orders issued from time to time by the 
Government of India. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Disqualifications. — (i) No person, who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse shall he eligible 
for appointment to the post, and 

(il) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage shall be eligible for appointment to tho post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.

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152. Licensing Authority for grant of licence for manufacture for sale of Ayur- 
vedic ( incMding Siddha) or Unani drugs.- — The Drug Control authority appointed 
by the State shall be the licensing authority for grant of licences to manufacture 
Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or Unani Drugs. 

153. — Application for licence to manufacture Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or 
Vnam drugs. — An application for grant or renewal of a licence to manufacture for 
sole any Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or Unani drug shall be made in Form 24- D 
to the Licensing Authority and shall be accompanied by a fee of rupees sixty. 

Provided that in the case of renewal the applicant may apply for the rene- 
wal of the licence before its expiry or within one month of such expiry. 

Provided further that if the applicant applies for the renewal after the expiry 
of one month but within three months of such expiry, the fee payable for renewal 
'Of such licence shall be rupees sixty plus an additional fee of rupees thirty. 

154. Form of licence to manufacture Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or Unani 
drugs. — A licence to manufacture Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or U nam drugs 
shall be issued in ¥Wm 25-D. 

155. Certificate of reneicm.1, — The certificate of renewal of a licence shall be 
issued in Form 26 -IJl 

156. Duration of licence. — An original licence or a renewed licence for manu- 
facture for sale of Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or Unani drugs in Form 25-D 
unless sooner suspended or cancelled shall be valid upto the 31st December of the 
year following the year in which it is granted or renewed. 

Provided that if the application for renewal of a licence is made before its 
expiry, or if the application is made within three months of its expiry, the licence 
shall continue to be in force until orders are passed on the application. The 
licence shall be deemed to have expired and void if the application for its renewal 
la not made within three months of its expiry. 

157. Conditions for the grant or renewal of a licence in Form 25-D. — Every 
licence for the manufacture for sale of any Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or 
Unani drug granted or renewed under this part shall be subject to the foTowlng 
.conditions, namely: — 

(1) The manufacture shall be carried out under hygienic conditions as pres- 
cribed in Schedule ‘S’ to these Rules. 

(2) The manufacture shall be carried out under the direction and supervision 
of competent technical staff including at least one person who is a whole-time 
.employee arm who possesses any of the following qualifications, namely:— 

(a) a degree in Ayurveda or Siddha or in Unani system as the case- may be 
conferred by a University or statutory Facilities, Councils, and Boards of Indian 
system ,of medicine recognised by the Central Government for this purpose. 

(b) a Diploma in Ayurveda or in Siddha or Unani system of an institution 
recognised by the Central Government for this purpose. 

(c) a degree in Pharmacy or Pharmaceutical Chemistry or Chemistry or 
Botany of a University recognised by the Central Government with experience of 
at least six months in the manufacture of Ayurvedic or Siddha or Unani Systems 
in the case of graduates of Pharmacy or Pharmaceutical Chemistry and of one 
year in the case of graduates in Chemistry or Botany. 

(d) a vaidya or hakim registered in the State Register of Practitioners of 
Indigenous Systems of Medicine having experience of at least five years in the 
manufacture of Ayurvedic or Siddha or Unani drugs. 

(e) a recognised qualification as Compounder, possessing experience of not 
less than ten years in the manufacture or compounding of Ayurvedic or Siddha 
Or Unani drugs, 

(3) The manufacturer shall maintain records of manufacturing and tests if 
any, carried out by him or any other person on his behalf, on the raw materials 
and finished products. 

(4) The manufacturer shall comply with such other conditions as may be 
stipulated in the licence. 
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(5) No container which is likely to affect the composition, character or quality 
the^nedidnes ^ nc ^ ut ^ n ® Siddha) or Unani drugs shall be used in the packing of 


(6) The manufacturing premises shall be open for inspection by an inspector 
for the purpose of inspecting and taking samples of crude drugs as well as the 
finished products, 

158, Cancellation and suspension of licence. — (1) The Licensing Authority 
may, after giving the licensee an opportunity to show cause within a period which 
shall not be less than fifteen days, why such an order should not be passed, by 
order in writing stating the reasons therefor, cancel a licence issued under this 
Part or suspend it for such period as that authority thinks fit, either wholly or 
In respect of some of the drugs to which it relates, if in his opinion, the licensee 
has failed to comply with any of the conditions of the licence or with any pro- 
visions of the Act or the Rules made thereunder. 

(2) A licensee whose licence has been suspended or cancelled may uppeal 
within a period of three months from the date of the order to the State Govern- 
ment which shall, after considering the appeal, pass orders, and such orders shall 
be final. 

159. Identification of raw drugs. — Raw materials used in the preparation of 
Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or Unani drug shall he properly identified and 
tested wherever tests are available for their genuineness, and record of such 
tests as Eire carried out for the purpose and the methods thereof shall be main- 
tained. The records so maintained shall be open for inspection by any Inspector 
authorised by the licensing authority for the purpose. 


PART XVII 

100. Labelling and Packing of Ayurvedic ( including Siddha ) or Unani drugs. ~ 
(1) There shall be conspicuously displayed on the package or container or an 
Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or v Unani drug, the true list of all the ingredients 
contained in the preparation together with the quantity of each contained therein 
and a reference to the method of preparation thereof as detailed in the standard 
text or adikarana, as are prescribed in the authoritative books specified in the 
First Schedule to the Act. 

Provided that if the list of ingredients contained in the medicine is large and 
cannot be accommodated on the label, the same may he printed separately and 
enclosed with the packing and a reference he made to this effect on the label. 

(2) Poisonous drugs to bear a statement. — If any Ayurvedic (including 
Siddha) or Unani drug as may be specified in the Schedule to these Rules con- 
tains any poisonous Ingredient, the same shall be prominently displayed on the 
label together with the quantity of such substance The label of the container or 
package of any such drug snail be marked in indelible ink with the word 
VPoisori in red colour both in English and the local languages. 

(3) There shall be specified on every label the following particulars in addi- 
tion to the requirements of sub-rules (1) and (2) of this rule: — 

1. Name of the drug. 

2. A correct statement of the net content in terms of weight, measure or 

number as the case may be. The weight and volume shall be ex- 
pressed in the metric system. 

3. Name and address of the manufacturer. 

4. The number of the licence under which the drug is manufactured, the 

figure representing the manufacturing licence number being preced- 
ed by the words 'Manufacturing Licence Number’ or 'Mfg, Lie. No.’

161 Laboratories for testing and analysing Ayurvedic ( including Siddha ) or 
Unani drugs , — ( 1 ) Trie following laboratories shall undertake the analysis or 
test of such Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or Unani drugs as are sent to each 
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of them by the Inspectors appointed under section 33G for the purpose of this 
Act, namely: — 

(i) Central Drugs Laboratory, Calcutta. 

(ii) Drug testing Laboratories in the States. 

(2) Samples for test or analysis shall be sent to the Director/Head of De- 
partment as the case may be, by registered post in a sealed packet, enclosed, 
together with a memorandum in Form 1-A, in an outer cover addressed to the 
Director/or the Head of the Department as the case may be. 

(3) The packet as well as the outer cover, shall be marked with a distinguish- 
ing number. 

(4) A copy of the memorandum in Form 1-A and a specimen impression Of 
the seal used to seal the packet shall be sent separately by registered post to the 
Director/Head of Department as the case may be. 

(5) On receipt of the packet, It shall be opened by an officer authorised In 
writing in that behalf by the Director/Head of Department as the case may be, 
who shall record the condition of the seals on the packet. 

(0) After tesr or analysis, the result of the test or analysis, shall be supplied 
to the sender in Form 2-A. 


(7) The fees payab'e for testing or analysing a sample shall be rupees twenty 
live. 


162. Method of test or analysis to be employed in relation to Ayurvedic ( in- 
cluding Siddha) or Unani drugs. — The method of test or analysis to be employed 
in relation to an Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or Unani drug shall be such as 
may be specified in the Ayurvedic (including Siddha) and Unani Pharmacopoeia 
or if no tests are specified in such Pharmacopoeias, such tests as the Government 
Analyst may employ as may be scientifically established to determine whether 
the drug contains the ingredients as stated on the label. 

163 Qualification of Government Analyst. — Qualifications of Government 
Analyst appointed under section 33F shall be the same as have been prescribed 
in rule 44 of the said Rules. 


164 Duties of Government Analyst. — (1) The Government Analyst shall cause 
to be analysed or tested such samples of Ayurvedic (including Siddha) or Unani 
drugs as may be sent to him by Inspectors or any other person or authority 
authorised by the Central Government or a State vrovernment under the provi- 
sions of Chapter IVA and shall furnish reports of the result of test or analysis 
in accordance with these rules. 


(2) A Government Analyst appointed under section 33F shall from time to 
time forward to Government reports giving the result of analytical work and 
research with a view to their publication at the discretion of Government. 

165 Qualification of Inspectors.— A person who is appointed an Inspector 
under "this Part shall have qualifications as laid down m rule 43 and shall have 
undergone practical training in the manufacture of Ayurvedic or Siddha or 
Unani drugs or shall have one of the qualifications given below: —
